The first intimation of what was coming 
was a sudden filcker of lights all over the 
affected territory at 430. The lights began 


to became dim and soon emitted nothing 


more than a dull réd glow. After three- 


quarters of an hour, during which time 


candies, lamps and gas, where it was ob- 
tainable, were hastily brought into use, the 
elestrio lights began slowly to regain their 
usual brilliancy, and by 6 o'clock the worst 
ot the trouble was over.

Sudden Darkness in Streets. 
When the lights failed the streets sud-

The transformation, so suddenly effected, 
brought the hurrying crowds on either side 
of the street almost to a halt in utter surprise 
at its novelty. By comparison with the bril- 
liancy a moment before, State street took 
on the aspect of the main thoroughfare of 
a country town.

Crowds in Marshall -Field’s. 

Crowds of men and women, holiday shop- 
pers, thronged the aisles of Marshall Field

basement, when, without a moment’s warn- 
ing, the electric lights throughout the entire 
building were dimmed and the darkness be- 
came so dense that the unaccustomed eyes 
could hardly penetrate it a yard ahead. Ina 
moment all was excitement among the shop- 
pers and clerks. 

John G. Shedd, managing partner of the 
firm, immediately issued orders that the 
Goors should be locked so that no one could 
get in, and clerks were stationed through- 
out the store to calm the fears of the patrons 
and guide them to the exits. Clerks were in- 
structed not to sell anything over the coun- 
ters, nor to receive or give any money. Floor 
managers and trusted clerks were hurriedly 
stationed as guards about the cashiers, and 
every possible precaution was taken against 
any persons who might be tempted to take 
advantage of the cover of darkness to steal, 

One Woman Faints. 

Only one mishap gcoufred in the store. A 
Mrs. Adams, who was standing in a crowd at 
one of the counters became frightened and 
fainted. She was carried to a waiting room 
and soon revived. The elevatore were use- 
bess, their power being supplied by the Edi- 
son company, and those who were on the 
upper floors were obliged to descend by the 
stairways. Timid women were escorted 
down by clerks. : 

Naturally the greatest gloom fell upon the 
basement, which has no other means of 
illumination than the electric lights, and for 
that reason the stairs leading to it were 
barred so that no one could get into that 
part of the house. But two parts of the 
store are supplied with gas, the annex and 
the grillroom. In other parts a hasty requisi- 
tion was made for all the candles and lamps 
that could be found, and within ten minutes 
these hastily improvised illuminants made 
oases in the darkness scattered here and 


there. 
Miectrie Flashlights Used. 
One feature that added a phantom touch 
to the scene was hundreds of little electric 
flashlights which were distributed to the 
clerks? These were visible twinkling dere 


and there as the clerks mov ed about their 


duties,

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CASE PUZZLE TO THE POLICE, 


Conveniently Left Part Open and Un- 
guarded at 6006 Halsted. 


Within fifteen minutes yesterday noon a 
four ton safe was blown open and, according 
to the owners, cash and securities valued 
at $3,500 were taken. The office of 8. Heck & 
Co., mortgagé bankers and real estate deal- 
ers at 6006 South Halsted street, was the 
scene of the crime. 

The police believe experienced safe blowers 
did the work, as nitroglycerin was used to 
tear the lock off the inside doors without 
attracting the attention of any one in the 
neighborhood.

Conveniently Left Partly Locked.

Child Tells of Seeing Robbers. 
It appears to have been the custom of the 
‘firm to leave the office alone at the noon 
hour while the force is at luncheon.

terview today Dr. Leroy 8. Chadwick said he 
must refuse to believe that Iri Reynolds could 
have said that he (Dm Chadwick) was a co- 
conspirator with Mrs. Chadwick and that 
he was present when Reynolds gave Mrs. 
Chadwick the alleged trust fund receipt. 
The doctor asserted that statements to that 
effect were wholly untrue. 
Dr. Chadwick discussed his wife's affairs 
with reluctance today. He was questioned 
closely upon all important features of the 
case. His answers were given slowly and 
with evidence of great caution. 

„It is most unpleasant to me Dr. Chad- 
wick said, to be interviewed under the 
present circumstances. It was an extrems 
shock to me when I saw the newspaper re- 
ports concerning the case. I learn every day 
new features about the affair which I never 
knew before. I do.not think it desirable to 


enter into details until I return to America, 
as there have been so many misstatements 
that I do not know just what are the facts 
and what is fiction: There is no truth in the 
powers that Mrs. Chadwick settled a large

sum on me. Do I look lke a man of mn 
lions?”’

PITTSBURG CREDITOR REVEALED 


James Wood Friend, Steel Magnate and 
Banker, the Man Who Loaned Mrs.

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 12,—[Special.]~That 
J. W. Friend, multi-millionaire, ironmaster, 
vice president of the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany of Pittsburg, and vice president of the 
German National bank of Allegheny, Pa., 
was the angel who either loaned Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick $500,000 or $800,000 him- 


self or who negotiated the loan, came out 


this afternoon, and financial Pittsburg was 
astounded. 

At the news financial Pittsburg also hopes 
that it will not be further astounded when 
Mr. Friend makes a public announcement 
of the details, which he has promised to do ;

MRS. CHADWICK TO FACE TRIAL.

New York, Dec. 12.— Mrs. Cassie L. Chad- 


wick was overwhelmed by the developments 
ot her case in Cleveland today and the state- 
ment was made by one close to her that she 
would probably give up the fight here and re- 
turn to Cleveland tomorrow night in the cus- 
tody of United States officers. 


It was said at the residence of Andrew Car- 


negie tonight that he would be unable to go 
to Cleveland to testify in the Chadwick case, 
owing to illness. Mr. Carnegie is indisposed 
with an attack of lumbago, and his physi- 
clan is of the opinion that it would not be 
advisable for Mr. Carnegie to take the trip. 

One of Mr. Carnegie's secretaries said to 
night that satisfactory arrangements have 
been made to that end with the United States 
district attorney, H. L. Burnett.

WESTERN ROADS — 
READY TO YIELD. 


Willing to Give Up Fight to 


Enforce the New Uniform 
Bill of 


Eastern Lines Still rere to Win 
at Resumption of Com- 


The hearing before the interstate commerce 
commission of the complaints of the shippers 


against the adoption of the uniform bill 
of lading will be resumed at Washington 
next Thursday. The result of the investiga- 
tion at Chicago has been unsatisfactory to 
the railroads, and they expect to make a 
better showing at the next seésion. 

So far as the western railroads are con- 
cerned they are ready to give up the fight 
and they have decided that for the present 
nothing should be done to enforce the new 
bill of lading in western territory. The east- 
ern roads are reluctant to retreat from tlie 
position they have taken until they have 
had another chance to get more of their sido 
of the case before the commission. While 


they do not expect to be able to put in the 


new bill ef lading in its present shape, they 
are hopeful of bringing about a compromise 
that will eliminate the features most objec- 
tionatie to the shippers. 

It is believed that if the word “ nonnegotia- 
ble is stricken from the new bill ot lad- 
ing and a few other minor changes made the 
shippers will cease further opposition and 
acquiesce in the action of the railroads. 


Reopen Differential Question. 


The commission reopened yesterday the 
hearing of the railroad freight differential 
question as affecting the Atlantic ports. The 
New York and Philadelphia people already 


have given their testimony, and at this meet- 


ing the shipping interests of Baltimore, Nor- 
folk, and Newport News will be heard. 

This case was brought before the inter- 
state commerce commission by the Mer- 
chants’ association of New York for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining if, under the changed 
conditions now obtaining, these differentiais, 
which first were granted more than twenty 
years ago, should not be either abolished or 
materially reduced. It 4s asserted by the 
New York men that, owing to the concession 
granted on grain business by way of Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, and Newport News be- 
low the rates by way of New York have 
seriously injured the latter’s commerce and 
caused such a decline in that city’s export 
grain trade as to endanger its supremacy 
as the leading point of export in the United 
States. 

Threatens New York Interests. 

The Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Newport 
News interests contend that they are en- 
titled to a differential rate on account of the 


shorter mileage to their cities from western 


and southwestern points, and that unless 
they can continue to charge a lower rate to 
their cities than is made to New York the 
great bulk of the export grain business would 
go by the latter route. 

Western railroad officials say the decline in 


New York's export trade is not entirely due’ 


to the differential rate in favor of the other 
Atlantic ports, but is caused by the practice 
of the New York terminal roads in making 
a lighterage charge on grain of 3 cents for 
100 pounds. This is deducted from the 
through rate by the trunk lines before pro- 
rating with their western connections. No 
such charge is made at other Atlantic sea- 
ports, and consequently the western roads 
find it more advantageous to give their ex- 
port freight to the lines running to Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, and Newport News. 


Wabash Move Promises Trouble. 

Trouble is likely to result from the ac- 
tion of the Wabash in making a concession 
of $1 on passenger business between Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, and St. Louis. The Wabash, 
without notice to its competitors, hud the 
differential rate put in the Chicago rate 
sheet. The eastern roads wanted the west 
ern lines to jcin them in eliminating the ob- 
jectionable item, but the latter refused to 


be drawn into the controversy, having no in- 


terest in the matter. They contended that 
the rules governing the publication of the 
ju ‘sheet make it obligatory upon the com- 
pr to accept and publish any rate that 
ati individual line may be disposed tg in 
clude ing the tariff without regards as tu 
whether or not such rate is arrived at by 
the generally accepted rates for the estab 


lishment of passenger fares, regardless of 


any protests that may be entered by any 
other lines. 

On the ground that such a situation cre- 
ates «a condition of great injustice to tha

protesting interests the Central Passenger 
associntion lines have decided to withdraw 
from the Chicago rate sheet, and have ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange one of their 
own. 

The Pan Handle and Baltimore and Ohio, 
it is understood, will at once meet the re 
duced rate of the Wabash, and if the latter 
persists in a differential there will be low 
charges between Pittsburg and St. — 
and Chicago.

m. and arrive at Los Angeles at 2:45 p. m.

GUILTY OF ELECTION FRAUD. 


Denver Court Sentences Two Judges to 


Jail for a Year and Fines Them 
$1,000 Each. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 12.—In the Supreme 
court today, in the election fraud cases, Mar- 
tin L. Devanney and Thomas Culp, demo- 
cratic judges, were sentenced to serve one 
year in jail and to pay a fine of $1,000 each. 
In sentencing the two defendants Chief 
Justice Gabbert administered a severe re- 
buke to them for their bravado and apparent 
unconcern. 

James Riley, a third judge, who was ap- 
pointed by Devanney and Culp in the ab- 
sence of the republican judge, has dis- 
appeared. 

The reports of the two handwriting experts 
representing the republican and democratic 
parties on the contents of the ballot box from 
Precinct 10 of Ward 7. which was opened last 
Saturday were submitted. There were found 
in the box 452 ballots, of which 361 were dem- 
ocratic and 62 republican. 

The experts agreed that 244 democratic bal- 
lots had been written by fourteen persons 
and 176 of these by one person. They also 
agreed eighteen ballots had been written by 
fur persons. The republican expert reported 
that 211 democratic ballots were differently 
folded than those regularly voted, and it is 
inferred that they were “ stuffed in the van 
after the polls closed.

HOSPITAL STAFF. 


County Commissioners Em- 
power President to Name 
a Nomination Board. 


WANT SIX YEAR TERM. 


Experts Are to Select Seventy- 
one Physicians to Attend 
the Institution. 


— 


A new plan for the attending staff of physi- 
clans was adopted yesterday by the county 
board. It was originated with President 
Brundage, and was passed by a vote of 18 to 1. 
Commissioner Garner being the objector. By 
the failure of a move to reconsider the plan 
becomes the fixed policy of the board. 

In brief, President Brundage’s method is 
this: He, as president, is authorized to ap- 
point a nominating. commission of twenty- 
five representative physicians and surgeons 
who within a month are to present a list of 
seventy-one doctors to serve as an attending 
staff for the county hospital. This nomina- 


ting commission wil] serve also as a consult- | 


ing staff, the term of office of the members 
being six years. 

The president is authorized to appoint the 
list presented by the nominating commission, 
making a hospital attending staff of seventy- 
one members, their term of office being six 
years also. The president is empowered to 
reject any name recommended, and ask for 
another. It is provided, further, that all va- 
cancies be filled in the same manner as the 


: original appointments were made. 


That under the new rules no member ofthe 
attending staff shall be eligible to appoint- 
ments for two continuous terms, except upon 
a two-thirds vote of the nominating commis- 


„lion. 


When the plan was introduced Commis- 
sioner Garner, who is chairman of the hos- 


} pital committee, moved that the matter be 


referred to the public service commission for 
consideration. His suggestion was defeated. 
Then Commissioner Garner moved that 
twenty of the twenty-five members of the 
recommending commissionbe chosen from 
the various medical college staffs. This also 
was defeated and the Brundage plan adopted. 

President Brundage also recommended that 
the committee on legislation draft an amend- 
ment to the county civil service law, embody- 
ing the six year service of the nominating 
commission, and introduce it at Springfield.

The city regrets that it cannot grant Mr. 
Blaney’s modest request. But that gentle- 
man, if he be a philosopher, will temper his 
disappointment with the reflection that even 
under its straitened finances the city is 
treating him with unusual liberality. The 
city might be more liberal, but the contrast 
would be too severe in case Mr. Blaney ever 
chanced to enter private life. 


FEDERAL CONTROL OF INSURANCE. 

The president has urged congress to con- 
sider whether the power of the bureau of 
corporations cannot constitutionally be ex- 
tended to cover interstate transactions in 
insurance. He says that the business of in- 
surance is national and not local in its appli- 
cation, involving, as it does, a multitude of 


transactions among the people of the differ- 


ent states and among the insurance com- 
panies and foreign governments. ; 

The large, responsible companies would 
not protest against national supervision. 


| They have nothing to conceal.. National 


control would bear no more hardly on them 
than does the state control to which they are 
subjected. The life insurance companies 


| which do considerable business in foreign 


countries when not discriminated against 
by their laws or regulations are willing to 
get under the wing of the national govern- 


‘ment. 


The secretary of commerce and labor does 
not speak encouragingly. He says the deci- 
sions of the Supreme court have established 


the legal proposition that fire, life, and ma- 


rine insurance, in the forms presented to 
the court, are not interstate commerce. If 
insurance in none of its forms is interstate 
commerce, all that the bureau of corpora- 
tions could do would be to collect and com- 
pile statistics voluntarily furnished it. That 
would be a mere duplication of the statistics 
obtained by state officers.

A SUPERSTITION JUSTIFIED. 

Our remote ancestors, all innocent of bac- 
teria, developed the adage that a green 
Christmas meant a fat churchyard. Our 
more immediate ancestors, blinded by the 
skepticism of youthful science, were inclined 
to reject the connection between greenness 
and death just as they rejected the connec- 
tion between opals and luck. They could 
gee no reason why an absence of snow at 
Christmas time should mean an incréase in 
the death rate during the rest of the winter. 
They therefore rushed into the impiety of 
doubting the folklore wisdom of previous 
ages. They walked under ladders; they re- 
fused to touch wood when the retribution 
that follows a boast could be avoided if 


salt on the table cloth, and they welcomed 
green Christmases in scientific defiance of 
the results. 

Their fatuity in thus opposing their puny 
reason to the deep-down immemorial experi- 
ence of the race is now apparent. From 
year to year the Chicago health department 
shows by careful bacteriological tests that 
when the snow falls it carries to.the ground 
with it the accumulated impurities of the 
atmosphere. A Christmas without snow is 
a Christmas involved in bacteria, protozoa, 
germs, cinders, and desiccated sputum, It 
is snow that removes these things from the 
possibility of reaching the ‘nostrils and 
plunges them into the drains, the rivers, the 
gutters, and the sewers. It is snow that 
washes ‘the air clean and keeps do the 
death rate. A white Christmas brings a 
low death rate. A green Christmas brings a 
fat churchyard. 

This rebuke to callow unbelief ought to 
do something for the memory of the middle 
ages. The men of the middle ages did not 
have much inductive science, but they had 
a good deal of empirical observation. They 
did not know why many died after a green 
Christmas, but they saw that many did die. 
This was enough for them. They composed 
a simple adage to represent their experi- 
ence and let it .go at that. By means of 
modern laboratory apparatus they are now 
justified. It is a case like that of the Greeks 
whose reflections on the flature of matter

GRIME IN AMERICA. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle is horrified by 
what he justly calls the appalling num- 
ber of homicides in the United States. He 
says Americans are our own stock — that 
is not so true as it was fifty years ago—and 
“can have no more and no less tendency 
to lawlesaness than we.” In three years 
there were 31,000 homicides in the United 
States, while the losses of the British army 
in Africa from all causes for the same 
length of time were only 22,000. Dr. Doyle 
cannot understand why the single states of 
South Carolina and Georgia should each 
have more murders than the British empire. 

The novelist does not say, as some Eng- 
lishmen have in the past, that American law- 
lessness is the necessary result of democratic 
institutions. He likes Americans. He has 
faith that they with “their energy and 
adaptability ” will find some way of stamp- 
ing out this “ hideous growth of crime.” 

This friendly critic of conditions, which 
every American should admit are deplorable, 
believes he understands their cause. He

If Sir Arthur Conan Doyle had a super- 
ficial acquaintance with the American sys- 
tem of government he would not suggest 
that the president undertake the impossible 
task of providing an independent judiciary 
for the state courts, in which most murder 
eases are tried. If he had lived more than 
four months in this country and had studied 
American criminal jurisprudence he would 
have found that American judges are not so 
free as British judges in that.they have 
less authority, but that political motives 
and influence do not affect them in mur- 
der cases. 

If judges here had the authority they 
have in England there would be more convic- 
tions. The trouble is that juries prefer to. 
acquit if any plausible reason for doing so 
ean be found. The same people who take 
human life so recklessly in personal or in- 
dustrial quarrels seem to be beset by the 
notion that the state ought not to take the 
life of a man or keep him in prison till he 
dies because he has murdered somebody. 

The citizens of a state, when ashamed of 
the murder record it has made, will provide 
a better police system for the prevention of 
crime and apprehension of criminals. They 
will revise and strengthen their weak and 
lax criminal jurisprudence. When drawn 
as jurors they will have fewer maudlin 
scruples about finding men guilty of murder.

Sir Francis Jeune in the Probate court in 
London has just decided in favor of what is 
known as the Scots marriage law. in a case 
where the claim of a son to the fortune of his 


lived together as man and wife in Scotland, 
though they had never gone through any 
ceremony of marriage, civil or religious. Sir 
Francis decided from the bench that the 
fact that the claimant's parents had lived to- 
gether as man and wife, and had addressed 
each other as such in letters produced in evi- 
dence, constituted a valid union, and, there- 
fore, that the claimant was legitimate and 


j entitled to his parents’ fortune. 


The house of lords took a different view, in 
the romantic Yelverton case. Maj. Yelverton, 
a son of the third Lord Avonmore, after being 
severely wounded while serving with the 
Royal artillery in the Crimean war, was 
nursed back to health and strength by one of 
Florence Nightingale’s most charming as- 
sistants, a Miss Longworth. It was only nat- 
ural that the major should fall in love with 
his beautiful nurse, who was a girl of excel- 
lent family. After the war was over they 
met in Ireland, and one afternoon dropped 
quietly down the Carlingford lough to Kil- 
lowen, where in the picturesque and ancient 
little chapel, which is one of the features of 
that spot, they were married, according to the 
rites-of the Roman Catholic church, by one 
Father Moody. f 

Théy subsequently lived together at Edin- 
burgh, where Maj. Yelverton, who was a 
Catholic, read aloud the marriage service of 
the Church of England with a view of further 
consolidating the union with his Protestant 
wife. He also introduced her everywhere in 
the Scottish capital as his wife; but subse- 
, quently deserted her in. France, and married 
>a rich widow, a Mrs, Edward Forbes, daugh- 
ter of Gen. Sir Charles Atworth. 

Miss Longworth, or the Hon. Mrs. Yelver- 
ton as she styled herself, thereupon brought 
suit in the London courts for the restitution 
of her conjugal rights, Charles Russell, after- 
wards Lord Chief Justice Russell, figuring as 
one of her counsel, and being especially inter- 
ested in her case. The petition was denied on 
the ground that Maj. Yelverton was an Irish- 
man and that the London court had no juris- 
diction in the matter. Thereupon another 
action was brought in the Court of Common 
Pleas at Dublin, where Maj. Yelverton de- 
nied that either the ceremony at Killowen or 
his union at Edinburgh had been of a valid 
character, adding, cynically, that he had 
never had the slightest intention of making 
Miss Longworth his wife. The Dublin jury, 
however, found that there had been a legal 
marriage in Ireland and a common law 
arriage in Scotland, and gave a verdict in 
favor of Mrs. Yelverton... 

Nor major thereupon carried the case in 
appeal to the house of lords. There the lord 
high chancellor of the day, as well as the 
great Lord Brougham, gave it as their opin- 
ion that there had been a common law mar- 
riage in Scotland: that the union of the 
major with Miss Longworth was valid, and 
that his marriage to the widowed Mrs.

Frank Bullen’s “ DENIZENS OF THK 
DEEP starts off with the autobiography 
of a whale,” in which the author exhibits to 
advantage not only his remarkable knowl- 
edge of those children of nature whose home 
is the sea, but his keen sense of sympathy in 
the various humanlike qualities which they 
manifest.

“ THE COUNTRY HOME,” by E. P. Powell 
(McClure, Phillips & Co., New York), is the 
first of the Country Home Series issued by 
that firm, and might be a companion book to

FIGHTERS BALK. 


Mellody “Buddy” 
Ryan Refuse to Meet Be- 


MEANS END OF THE CLUB. 


McNamara Knocks Out Taylor in 
Bout Substituted for 
Windup. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.] 

The failure ot Buddy Ryan and Billy” 
Mellody to meet before the Harlem Athietic 
club last night in their scheduled ten round 
bout undoubtedly means the end of that or- 
ganization's existence as a Chicago fight 
club. The men did not fight because, as their 
respective managets said, “there was not: 
enough money in the house.” 

What they considered not enough money 


was beyond the understanding of the fight | 


as the receipts showed at least $900, 
of which they were to have received 60 per 
cent. This made their end $540, and as they 
were cutting the money it meant $270 for 
each, more money than they received in some 
of their other battles. The kick from the 
managers, Sig Hart for Ryan and John 
Mooney for Mellody, came long before the 
semi-final bout between Jack Beauscholte 
and Diamond Dick was started. 

Mooney while taking tickets noticed that 
too many complimentaries were being pre- 
sented, and sent a man down to the box office 
to find out why so many supposedly dead- 
heads were coming in. He learned the 
“comps” were being sold at a discount. 
Hart and Mooney then went for the club's 
manager., Kid Howard, denounced him 
as a ewindler, and declared they would not 
permit their men to fight unless they received 
$1,000. That was more money than the box 
office showed, and as Howard did not care to 
dig down into his jeans to make up the 
deficiency a war of words followed. 


Crowd Unaware of Trouble. 

The crowd, which comfortably filled the 
small hall, was ignorant of the trouble and 
was patiently awaiting. the coming of the 
fighters. After a lapse of nearly an hour, 
Howard, accompanied by two officers in uni- 
form, entered the ring and announced there 
would be no fight between Ryan and Mellody. 
In stating the cause, he said the men had 
agreed to fight for 60 per cent, but that they 
demanded §1,000. He also stated that the 
complimentary list was limited to 100 tickets 
and that the club was willing to pay for all 
over that amount. This, of course, got the 
crowd with him, as he was undoubtedly right, 
and later when Mooney and Hart aired their 
side of the trouble they were denounced. 
The spectators by this time were in an up- 
roar. Some demanded the return of their 
money, while others made the best ot a 
bad affair by requesting the management to 
put on a substitute bout. 

In the meantime friends of the management 
and of the fighters made efforts to patch up 
the truce, but neither would budge an inch. 
| Mellody was anxious to fight, as he said, 
“My reputation is at stake,“ but Mooney, 
his manager, would not permit him, telling 
him that Ryan had gone home. 

The club then . Willle McNamara 
and Kid Taylor to box ten rounds—a poor 
substitute, But the crowd was compelled to 
accept it or get out. The subs received, 
so it was stated and doubted, a purse of $150, 
Willie winning in the fourth round with a 
left hook inthe stomach. It was easy money 
for the boys, but downright robbery for the 
crowd. To sum the affair up, it was the 
rawest piece of swindle or holdup the suffer- 
ing fight fans have ever received, and will do 
much to kill the boxing game in Chicago. 


Club Is Down and Out. N 

The sport has ever been on a weak footing 
and has been repeatedly stopped for less 
cause than that which occurred last night. 
The Hariem club fs practically down and out, 
and the management boldly stated: This 
is the blowoff for us, and we will get all we 
can out of it.“ A fine how do you do for pro- 
moters that lead the public to believe they 
have the interest of the sport at heart, anda 
fine method of doing business for those that 
have no other means of a livelihood. 

When the game is stopped they—the fight- 
ers and their managers—yelp their heads off 
denouncing the authorities, and when they 
have full sway they continually devise ways 
and means whereby they can rob the public.
